Venice, Madison consider 
cooperative athletic program

MADISON — Madison High School 
Principal Robert Mehelic has introduced 
a preliminary. plan for a cooperative ath- 
letie program with Venice High School. 

Introduced at the Community Unit 12 
School Board meeting Thursday evening, 
the plan would provide football, track, 
baseball and softball teams, each com- 
prised of students from both schools. 

The program is designed in such a 
way as to form cooperative teams at vir- 
tually no extra cost to either district. 

The Madison and Venice basketball 
teams would remain separate. 

At present, MHS has football, boys’ 
track and girls’ track squads but no 
baseball or softball programs. VHS has 
baseball and girls’ softball but no foot- 
ball or track teams. 

The plan is to be considered for enact- 
ment prior to the 1990-91 school year’s 


spring sports seasons. 


According to the plan, which has yet to— 
be presented to the Venice Board of Edu- 
cation, the football team, the boys’ track 
team and the girls’ track team would be 
called the ‘Madison Trojans’’ and would 
practice at Madison. 

The baseball team and the girls’ soft- 
ball team would be named the “‘Venice 
Red Devils’’ and would practice in Ven- 
ice. 

Several logistical and other issues, 


such-as_—transportation_and_hiring of 
coaches, have yet to be worked out. 

But Madison School Superintendent - 
Dan Kostencki said he feels that the-pro- 
gram would be beneficial to athletes at 
both hi, schools who might otherwise 
be unable to participate. 

Present coaches from: the current 
sports teams are expected to z 
retained. 

The plan is expected to be presented to 
Venice officials immediately. 

Though the proposal has a long way to — 
go to reach fruition, at least one coach 
sées much positive. 

“This is basically a move to. help the 
kids.in our. school districts," said Madi- 
son foothall codch Don Smith. ‘‘It’s not 
so much a move to benefit the athletic 
programs, like the football team, so to 
speak. But it’s more of a move to give 
the kids, who want to play football, base- 
ball or’ softball, an opportunity to partici- 
pate.” 

“Gur school board is working -very 
-hard—en-this—project;"--Smith-said, —“‘It’s 
getting tougher for small schools to pro- 
vide certain programs for the kids. The 
financial burden is becoming too great 
for some schools to support certain pro- 
grams. So.a move like this will give 
those kids an opportunity to get 
involved.”’ % 

Smith said there is more to the propos- 
al than just individual school talént.

The county ends up owning the 
land because previous owners 
didn’t pay the taxes and no one 
else bought the property 

Most of the land probably nev- 
er will be sold and returned to 
the tax rolls, officials said

them because they have odd 
shapes, they are landlocked or 
they are located in a_ big 
ravine,’ County Board member

It will deal with the proposed 
issuance of $6 million in-revenue 
bonds by the Southwestern Illi- 
nois Development Authority. 

Proceeds from sale of the 
bonds are to be loaned ‘to SEMC

By this time next weekend, 
hunters will have made thou- 
sands of trips up and down trees 
in ‘Missouri. . 

they. haven't taken to 
Missouri's firearms deer 
season opens Saturday (Nov. 10) 
and runs through Nov. 18, The 
best way to collect some venison 
for the long winter is to get into 
a tree and wait for a whitetail 
deer to wander by. 

But tree-stand hunting can be 
dangerous. Each year, there are 
reports and stories about hunters 
who fall out of their trees cli 
bing up, climbing down or while 
they are sitting there. Through- 
out the nation there are more 
deer hunters injured by falling 
out of tree stands than by fire- 
arms accidents. 


I remember about 25 years 








ago I was looping a line around 
my EMPTY rifle and affixing it 
to my belt, then shinnying up a 
tree and pulling it up so I could 
hunt. I would stand for four or 
five hours on a limb just about 
as wide as my foot. I shifted my 
weight a lot. 

But that is a dangerous as 
well as uncomfortable way to 
hunt. Modern tree stants; wheth- 
er the type that will help you 
climb or the type you-have to 
use hang-on steps té get-into the 





tree to affix, 
comfortable. 

And many hunters build per- 
manent tree stands. If you build 
a permanent stand, try to select 
a tree that will not someday pro- 
duce a good log. Use decent 
lumber and big nails. 

When in a tree stand, always 
use a safety belt.. Too many 
hunters do not, and that is dan- 
gerous. It is easy to lose your 
balance or, more commonly, tall 
asleep. I am_ convinced some 
self-inflicted firearms accidents 
happen because huhters fall 
asleep and drop their rifles from 
tree stands. But hunters falling 
is more cominon. 

The hunters in our group spent 
last weekend checking, refur- 
bishing and getting ready. How- 
ever, I must admit that at least
